Proteitant haz a Roman-Catholique, for ſhe choſe rather - 
to imbrace ths Gofpe! 'in its native and beautiful fimplicity, 
than accept it as fhe ſaw it muſfled up , and disfigured. by the 
glittering Superſtition of the Church of Rome. 

As ty her Converſation, ſhe was univerſally accounted the 
moſt Holy JVoman of h - time ; diligently performing the 
FHſential,and not refting at the Formal or Super ftitious part 
of ber Reli2ion ; by which means ſhe came to the power of it, 
and was therefore moſt defervedly reſpected by all the Learn- 
6a and Relirions Men of her Age, who generally loold 01 her 
as 0132 to who God for the purity of her Life, had intruſted 
with the Spirit of Prophelie. nd this veneration they had _, 
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for her during her Tife (as fa ) was rather increaſed by 
her death , for then they carefully Collected all her Manu- 
ſeripts, and finding this Prophelic among them, Hritten by 
her own han, they all lookt on it as a real thing, and expected 
the fulfilling of it with as much Confidence, but more Reaſon, 
than the yet-blinded Jews do the Second-Tncarnation of ano- 
ther Seviour ; of which, th? I mitht hundreds, T ſhall onely 
give you one Inſtance. 

Ta the tim: of the Famous Engelbert, Biſhop & Martyr 
of Cologne, a zreat Number of Franciſcans aud Domini- 
cans came thither , with intention to ſettle there ; whereat 
the Antient Eccleliaſticks of that place were much affright- 
ed, and petitioned to the Biſhop to expel them ; faying, They 
much teared that theſe were the Wicked Men of whom 
St. Heldegard had Propheſied. Zo which that Pious and 
Learned Biſhop anſwered, That there was no juſt Com- 
plaint to be made againſt thole Orders,who till then had 
g1venno offence ; but the time would come when that 
Propheſie ſhould be perfectly fulfilled. //þich by Baro- 
nius z the Margent of the Propheſie , is obſcyved to referr 
to theſe later Days.
